These  are  held  in  the  Clinic  Building,  Urban  Road.  There 
were  98  sessions  held  during  the  year.  The  total  attendances  at 
all  sessions  were  5,091.  Of  these  2913  were  children  under  1 year, 
and  2178  were  between  1 and  5 years  of  age.  Of  the  children 
attending  the  Clinic  for  the  first  time  during  1942,  278  were  under 
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1 year  of  age,  and  31  were  between  1 and  5 years  of  age.  The 
attendances  made  by  children  from  the  South  Ward  were  634.

Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

Forty-eight  sessions  were  held  during  the  year  1942,  and 
260  individual  mothers  visited  the  Clinic,  making  a total  of  442 
attendances.  This  works  out  at  69.1%  or  over  two-thirds  of  the 
expectant  mothers  in  the  district  who  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  facilities  given  by  the  Clinic.  This  is  a good  advance  on 
previous  years. 

Of  the  260  cases,  we  had  to  send  6 to  a specialist  for  further 
advice,  in  other  words,  about  2.3%  of  the  cases. 

11  Mothers  with  complications  in  child  bearing  were  sent  to 
the  Women’s  Hospital,  Nottingham.  19  Mothers  were  sent  to  the 
Mansfield  and  Basford  Institutions  owing  to  “ unsuitable  home 
conditions,”  and  three  cases  were  sent  for  X-Ray.

Scabies  Order,  1941. 

During  the  year  166  cases  of  Scabies  were  reported  to  the 
Department  by  medical  practitioners.  Of  these  cases  seven  had 
to  receive  hospital  treatment,  the  remainder  being  given  Benzyl 
Benzoate  for  home  treatment. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  were  visited  and  clothes  collected 
for  disinfection  purposes,  but  later  this  method  was  relaxed  upon 
receipt  of  Memo.  229  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  which  stated 
that  investigations  had  shown  that  routine  disinfestation  of  clothing 
was  unnecessary  with  the  standard  methods  of  treatment. 

Clearance  Forms  from  medical  practitioners  show  that  during 
the  year  108  cases  were  declared  to  be  free  from  infection.

Report  of  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 

For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1942. 


I beg  to  submit  my  fourth  Annual  Report  as  your  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  the  report  will  contain  only 
the  essential  facts  and  statistics. 


Housing. 

This  work  was  still  further  curtailed  in  1942,  but  e'c  ery  effort 
was  made  to  remedy  the  more  serious  defects. 

147  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  44  were 
repaired. 

Drainage  and  Sanitary  Work. 

The  duties  of  the  Department  include  the  sanitary  supervision 
of  these  works,  the  investigation  of  complaints  relating  to  them, 
and  the  testing  and  inspection  of  new  and  old  drainage.  During 
the  year  12  new  drains  were  tested  with  the  water  test  before 
being  filled  in. 

396  Complaints  were  received  relating  to  choked  drains. 

6 Drains  were  repaired  or  reconstructed  following  examinations 
as  a result  of  complaints  or  for  other  reasons. 
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Rivers  and  Streams. 

An  Inspector  is  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  supervise 
the  purity  of  rivers  and  streams. 

During  the  year  a watch  was  kept  on  cesspools,  etc.,  situated 
neai  water  courses. 

Closet  Accommodation.

A number  of  library  books  were  also  disinfected  during  the 
year  after  being  in  contact  with  Infectious  Disease. 

Disinfestation. 

Four  houses  were  disinfested  owing  to  the  presence  of  bed  bugs. 
Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

The  premises  which  are  required  to  be  registered  under  Section 
14  have  been  inspected  and  the  defects  tabulated. 

A number  of  improvements  have  already  been  brought  about, 
but  action  has  been  deferred  in  several  cases  requiring  extensive 
structural  alterations  until  more  favourable  times. 

Swimming  Baths,  Pools,  Etc. 

A pool  is  provided  by  the  Butterley  Colliery  Co.,  Ttd.,  at  the 
Kirkby  Colliery,  which  is  available  for  use  by  school  children  if  so 
desired. 

Two  of  the  Collieries  in  the  district  are  now  provided  with 
modern  pit- head  baths. 


Keeping  of  Swine  and  Other  Animals. 

Householders  are  encouraged  during  war-time  to  keep  swine. 
Inspections  are  made  in  order  to  detect  any  nuisance  arising 
therefrom. 

Petroleum  Acts  and  Regulations. 

My  duties  include  those  of  Petroleum  Inspector.  During  the 
year  20  licences  were  granted  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit 
and  the  income  derived  therefrom  was  £12  Os.  Od. 

Notices  and  Proceedings. 

During  the  year  there  were  213  preliminary  notices  and  65 
statutory  notices  issued,  of  which  201  were  complied  with,  the 
remainder  being  carried  forward  to  1943. 

There  were  88  interviews  with  owners  of  property  during 
the  year. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  legal  proceedings  during 
the  year. 

Public  Mortuary. 

The  Council  possess  a public  mortuary  which  is  maintained 
by  the  Department. 

It  is  only  a temporary  type  of  building  and  unsatisfactory  in 
many  respects.  It  is  essential  that  more  suitable  premises  with 
adequate  facilities  should  be  provided  as  soon  as  circumstances 
permit.
